2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 




Claims 1-21 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over the combined teachings of Dahmen et al (US 


5,985,797), Sixl (US 6,479,432), and Hacker et al (US 2003/0181333). 




Dahmen et al teach the combination of a 1,3,4-thiadiazolyloxyacetamide herbicide (I) with a secondary herbicide such as clodinafop 


(abstract), in conventional formulations including concentrates and emulsions, which may incorporate mineral and vegetable oils. 


Sixl teaches the combination of herbicidally active compounds such as clodinafop, optionally with safeners such as cloquintocet, in 


conventional formulations such as suspension and emulsion concentrates further comprising vegetable oils. 


Hacker et aJ teach the combination of sulfonylurea herbicides with additional herbicides such as clodinafop and safeners such as 


cloquintocet (paragraphs 66, 84), in conventional formulations such as emulsifiable concentrates (para 148), which may further 


comprise vegetable oils (para 164). 




Thus it would have been prima facie obvious to die ordinary artisan at the time the invention was made to have combined applicants' 


components as an emulsifiable concentrate because the individual components have been shown to be known in the art, as well as the 


particular formulation type as claimed herein. 




Claims 1-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus possess industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 


can be made or used in industry. 
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
